The Man Who Moved | 
Into Murrell’s Row 


It took a brave soul in the days of old Atlania 
to set up business near Murrell’s Row. This 
alley, near Pryor on Decatur street, had been 
named for Mr. Murrell, of Tennessee, written 
down in the histories of those times as a noto- {| 
rious robber and outlaw—the kind of man, no : 
doubt, whose name might aptly apply to a dis- 
trict where gamblers furnished the chief amuse- 
ment by fighting gamecocks. 


Yet in this very neighborhood Moses Form- 
walt opened his tinshop near ‘a barroom. He 
was Atlanta’s first manufacturer, and he manu- 
factured stills which he is said to have shipped 
over the state. The settlement extended him 
a warm welcome: Atlanta elected its first manu- 
facturer also its first mayor. 


Since then Atlanta’s manufacturers have in- 
creased in number as the saloons have decreased. 
The manufacturer establishing his plant here to- 
day finds awaiting him a handshake even more 
hearty than the one that welcomed Moses Form- | 
walt into Murrell’s Row. |

It Was a Great Charter. 


The men who made that con- 
stitution were the cream of the Geor- 
gia survivors of the Civil war and re- 
construction periods. They were solid 
men of vision, wisdom and the stern- 
est loyalty to duty to the state. They 
were acting largely under the duress 
of hostile, but accomplished, acts of 
history. They were charged with the 
perilous task of reforming their peo- 
ple’s government and setting Georgia 
once more upon the secure plane of 
self-government and _ constitutional 
federal govern- 
ment. It was delicate work and de- 
manded the constant exercise of wis- 
dom, caution and statesmanship of a 
seer-like substance. 

When they had finished their work 
and it was established it drew from 
the most impartial constitutional ex- 
perts in- America the highest indorse- 
ments. And for a quarter century it 
justified the aims of its framers and 
the praise of its admirers. 

Men and Times Have Changed. 

Now, however, we have come to 
entirely new times and men. The old 
constitution is anachronistic, cumber-

preparing for a record business this 
fall and winter. 

So far there has been no great 
amount of boll weevil damage re- 
ported. The farmers almost without 
exception are using poison and there 
has already been more poison sold this 
year than in all the previous history 
of the county. Butts county reached 
the low water mark in cotton pro- 
duction in 1922 when the yield was 
Last year the coun- 
ty produced 3.677 bales. It is con- 
servatively estimated that the crop 
here this year wil] total some 6,000 
or 7,000 bales.

This was to the effect that the United 
States would not object to the cooper- 
ation of an American in the repara- 
tion commission for the purpose of 
voting with other members on August 
15 to decide if Germany has passed 
the necessary lezislation to make the 
Dawes plan operative, and also wheth- 
er the agent general for reparations 
under the Dawes plan has taken up 
his duties. 

Produces Buoyant Atmosphere. 

This announcement, coming at a 
moment of seeming despair, produced 
a buoyant atmosphere, even among the 
‘allied representatives, who realize they 


still were tightly deadlocked on rec- 
onciling the bankers on the question 
of security to be provided for the 
German loan. The feeling ameng the 
delegates was that the United States 
was not overlooking any opportunity 
to be helpful. 

Colonel Logan ws careful to point 
out again that any Azinerican ap- 
pointee as agent general of reparations 
should be considered merely as an 
American citizen without influence 
or directions from Washington, 

The opportunity Colonel Legan took 
for explaining bis government's at- 
titude toward a United States citizen 
on the reparation committee also pro- 
vided him with an opening to express 
his views on the differences between 
the bankers and the conference.

ELECTRIC CHAIR BILL 
UP IN SENATE TODAY 


The proposal to substitute the elec- 
tric chair for the gallows as a means 
of executing the death sentence in 
Georgia will, in all probability, come 
up for consideration at today’s session 
of the senate, in view of the fact 
that the measure has taken its place 
on the regular senate calendar and 
there are only a few minor bills to be 
disposed of before it. 

Another measure of state-wide im- 
portance, which is scheduled to lx 
taken up by the upper house today 
is the bill known as the forestry con- 
tract act, set as a special measure | 
this morning. 

The electric chair measure, intro- | 
duced by Senator Phillips, of the 
18th district, was defeated by a vote | 
of 18 to 17 last week, but after a | 
similar bill was passed by the lower 
house the same day, the senate yoted 
the next day to reconsider Senator 
Phillips’ measure and placed it back 
on the calendar. 

Debate Forestry Bill Today. 

‘The “forestry contract act’’ was in- 
troduced by Senator Mundy, of the 
S8th district, at the request of the 
Georgia forestry association. Its ob- 
ject, as set out in the measure, is to 
encourage production of timber on for- 
/ ested and cut-over lands in private 
| ownership, not now required for other | 
uses than the browth of timber, by an 
adjustment of the manner of taxing it, 
in keeping with the time required to 
mature its product. The bill provides 
for fixing the assessed value, for a 
period *of 15 to 40 years, of forest 
lands which are placed under contract 
, of reforestation with the state board 
of forestry. 

The senate, at Monday’s session, 
centered its attention chiefly on a 
i bill by Senator Ficklen, of the fiftieth 
‘district, providing for the appoint- 
ment of two women members of the 
board of trustees of the state sani- 
tarium at Milledgeville. A dozen sen- 
ators joined in the debate, which cen- 
tered on an amendment to eubstitute 
the word “may” for “shall.” 

After debate for about 30 minutes, 
and while a vote was being taken on 
the substitute, Senator Ficklen, the 
author, arose and made a motion that 
the measure and substitute be tabled. 
The motion was carried.
